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Glossary 

An nual budget - Prescribed in Chapter 4 of the MFMA. 

Allocations - Money received from Provincial or National Government or other municipalities. 
Budget - The financial plan of the Municipality. 

Budget related policy - Policy of a municipality affecting or affected by the budget, examples 
include tariff policy, rates policy and credit control and debt collection policy. 

Capital expenditure - Spending on assets such as land, buildings and machinery. Any capital 
expenditure must be reflected as an asset on the Municipality’s balance sheet. 

Cash flow statement - A statement showing when actual cash will be received and spent by 
the Municipality. Cash payments do not always coincide with budgeted expenditure timings. For 
example, when an invoice is received by the Municipality it is shown as expenditure in the month 

it is received, even though it may not be paid in the same period. 

DORA - Division of Revenue Act. Annual legislation that shows the total allocations made by 
national to provincial and local government. 

Equitable share - An unconditional grant, paid to municipalities. It is predominantly targeted to 
help with free basic services. 

Fruitless and wasteful expenditure - Expenditure that was made in vain and would have been 
avoided had reasonable care been exercised. 


GFS Government Finance Statistics. An internationally recognised classification system that 
facilitates like for like comparison between municipalities. 

GRAP - Generally Recognised Accounting Practice. The new standard for municipal 
accounting. ' 

iDP - Integrated Development Plan. The main strategic planning document of the Municipality 

MBRR — Municipal budget and reporting regulations April 2009 

MFMA - The Municipal Finance Management Act - No. 56 of 2003. The principle piece of 
legislation relating to municipal financial management. 


mSCOA - Municipal Standard Chart of Accounts 
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MTREF Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework. A medium term financial plan, 
usually 3 years, based on a fixed first year and indicative further two years budget allocations. 

Operating expenditure - Spending on the day to day expenses of the Municipality such as 
salaries and wages. 


SDBIP - Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan. A detailed plan comprising quarterly 

performance targets and monthly budget estimates.. 

Strategic objectives - The main priorities of the Municipality as set out in the IDP. Budgeted 
spending must contribute towards the achievement of the strategic objectives. 

Unauthorised expenditure - Generally, spends without, or in excess of, an approved budget. 
Virement — means transfer of funds between function/ votes within a budget. 

Virement policy - The policy that sets out the rules for budget transfers. Virements are normally 
allowed within a vote. Transfers between votes must be endorsed by Council throuqh an 
Adjustments Budget. 

Vote - One of the main segments into which a budget, in Eden District Municipality’s case this 
means the different GFS classification the budget is divided into.

The Salary and Wage Collective Agreement for the period 01 July 2015 to 30 June 2018 ha 
come to an end. The process is under consultation; therefore, in the absence of othr 
information from the South African Local Government Bargaining Council, the municipal 

ba I e( !no U / ra o SUmPt,0nS ° n 3 7% Wage increase + 1% notch increase and medical aid increase 
with 10/o. Provisional outcomes from working groups suggest that a 7% increase will b 
accepted; therefore the municipality budgeted adequately for employee related costs. 































The employee related costs of Eden compared to the total expenditure budget represents 
59.5%. The reason for the high rate is due to labour intensive service delivery for example fire 
fighters, environmental health practitioners. 

Vacant positions were budgeted for 6 to 12 months, depending on whether the recruitment and 
selection process has commenced or not.

The RSC levy replacement 
grant only increases with about 3% per year, which is not enough to ensure the financial 
sustainability of this municipality, as it is below the annual CPIX. Our limited revenue resources 
have compelled the municipality to pursue additional income sources in order to deliver the 
services in the region and this remains a challenge as we have limited own income sources.

Regional landfill site 

Eden District Municipality commenced with the environmental studies with regards to 
establishing a regional landfill site around 12 years ago. Various studies and processes had to 
be undertaken to identify a suitable site for the erection of a regional landfill site. 

The Structure Act 117 of 1998, Section 84 (powers and functions of district municipalities) 

SI3I6S! 

“ (e) Solid waste disposal sites, in so far as it relates to- 

(iii) the establishment, operation and control of waste disposal sites, bulk water transfer facilities 
and waste disposal facilities for more than one local municipality in the district.” 

The financing module that will be used for the erection of the regional landfill site is a PPP 
(Private Partner) and the PPP process as prescribed by legislation was initiated. 

Eden District Municipality bought the land identified by the Environmental Impact Assessment 
studies for the regional landfill site, the site will be erected in Mosselbay, next to PetroSA. 

Currently there are 4 participating local municipalities which will utilize the regional landfill site 

namely Mosselbay, George, Knysna and Bitou. Various engagements took place with the 

participating municipalities and they were involved in the process. Council decisions were 

, t ^, ed / r0m the [ocal municipalities confirming the 10-year commitment to utilize the regional 
landfill site. ' * - 
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Hessequa Municipality indicated an interest to utilize the regional landfill site at a later stage. 

Eden District Municipality will enter into an agreement with the private partner after, all 
processes have been concluded and will be responsible for the payment to the private partner 

and the local municipalities will contribute monthly to Eden District Municipality their share of the 
cost. 

Formal tender process was. followed to appoint a preferred and reserved bidder TVRI I B 
(Treasury Views and Recommendations) regarding affordability was obtained in March 2018 as 
per the PPP regulations. The negotiation phase with the preferred bidder is currently unden/vay 
the first negotiation meeting was held on the 8th of May 2018, the participating local 
municipalities were invited as observers to this meeting. The negotiation team is chaired by the 
Executive Manager: Community Services (Mr C Africa) and the members of the team are 
representatives from the transactional advisprs and staff members of Eden District Municipality 

as well as representatives of the preferred bidder. 

The reserved bidder and the third bidder have the right to appeal the appointment of the 
preferred and reserved bidder, which could delay the process. The reserve bidder has indicated 
that they accept their selection as reserve bidder in writing. However, with the compilation of the 

budget report, no formal appeal has been received from the reserved bidder and therefore the 
amounts were included in the budget. 

Once the negotiation phase has been concluded, TVRI 11 must be obtained from National 
Treasury. Section 33 of the MFMA will be followed as this is a 10-year contract, and the PPP 
regulations and final award must be made as per SCM/PPP regulations, once all processes as 

prescribed by legislation have been completed, the formal agreement will be compiled and 
signed by the parties. 

The figures included in the budget is based on the financial modules provided in the tender 
documentation of the preferred bidder and may change after the negotiation phase has been 
concluded If there are any changes, the amounts will be adjusted with the adjustment budget. 

or 2018/2019 6 months have been included in the budget, it is envisioned that the first cell of 
the regional landfill site will be operational January 2019, for the outer years, 12 months have 
eeni included under the income and expenditure for the regional landfill site. The cost of the 
purchase of the land will be repaid by the private partner in year 1 and will be recovered over 

the 10-year cycle of the project. Provision for the rehabilitation costs, etc. are also included in 
the financial module.

Rental from properties 

It is envisioned with the turnaround strategy for properties and resorts, that additional funding 

can be generated from rental of properties. R2.7m has been budgeted for income from rental 
from properties. 

The purpose of the turnaround strategy on council properties and resorts sought to establish the 
resorts and properties that were not adding value to council and identify challenges on those 
properties and to establish a plan that will assist the resorts that were adding value to council. 
The strategy also sought to clarify the areas in which council was lacking behind in terms of its 
property portfolio. 

As part of the turnaround strategy and flowing from the key recommendations made by Price 
Waterhouse Coopers, council has agreed on the increase in tariffs of 20% for De Hoek and 
Calitzdorp Spa, whilst there was a 10% increase for Swartvlei and Vic Bay. 

The municipality has implemented the turnaround strategy on the first phase; this was through 
the disposal of the two properties, namely Craggs in Plettenberg Bay and Farm Outspan 

(George). This disposal was done through following council processes as prescribed by 
legislation and policies. 

The second phase of the turnaround strategy is through invitation or calling of proposals from 
developers to develop the municipal properties. A process is underway for Kleinkrantz, wherein 
the Municipal Manager has appointed a project team which is constituted by multi-disciplinary 
stakeholders within (i.e. Legal, Risk Management, SCM, Internal Audit etc) and this team is 
assisted by advisory panel from the Provincial Department of Public Works (consisting of 
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individuals with wealth of experience in property management) and also from Provincial 
department of Environmental Affairs; call/notice for public comments or objections on 
Klemkrantz was issued twice, and there were no objections received. The second phase on this 
ca will be done for other resorts and properties such as VicBay, Swartvlei, Buffelsbaai Reebok 
where development partners will be invited to develop these properties. 

During the March 2018 Investment Conference hosted by Eden, the district municipality 
.presented its property portfolio to investors. The purpose of this was to lure investment in the 
properties of the municipality with the aim on increasing the much-needed revenue. The asset 
transfer regulations will still be followed on any process that may be needed with regards to 

leasing or disposing of the assets. y

3j4 SDBiP and MTREF financial sustainability 

The budget that’s been tabled is a cash backed budget for the 2018/19 MTREF period and the 
municipality complies with the Municipal Management Finance Act (MFMA) 56, 2003. The 
financial sustainability for us as a district municipality is challenging due to the limited revenue 
sources but Council together with Provincial Government and other district municipalities in the 
Western Cape are investigating ways for extra revenue sources. After the abolishment of RSC 

levies, the main source of income for district municipalities are the RSC replacement grant 
which increases annually +3%. 


A j district municipality task team for the Western Cape was established. One of the main 
challenges is the service level agreement with Department of Transport that needs to be revised 
to clearly define each party’s roles and responsibilities as well as the type of service (agency 
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service). Accounting treatment of transactions is another issue that is being addressed by the 
task team. The issue of responsibility for roads employees was referred during August 2016 for 
a technical opinion from National Treasury/ Provincial Treasury and the Auditor General by 
Eden DM, up to date no response has been received with regards to the technical opinion. 

The Municipal Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP) is complete to 
enhance council s ability to measure the impact of the budget on the municipal performance in 
terms of service delivery and to ensure that the municipality will deliver on its promise to ensure 
delivery of services to its communities.
